RICH STRIKE OF GOLD MADE IN 
RIVER BED JUST BELOW TOWN 


Rush of Prospectors to Stake Claims— 
Pans Average 60 Cents—It Is Be- 
lieved That Auriferous Deposits 
Have Been Washed Down Tail 
Creek — Excitement Prevails All 
Along the River. 


Calgaty.—Gold placers on the Red 
Deer river, a rush of prospectors, to 
stake claims in the river valley ; much 
excitement in’ the town of Oontent; 
these make up the story which Hugh 
Smith, ‘real estate dealer of Calgary, 
brought down from the north recently. 
He stayed just long enough to tell his 
story and transact some absolutely ne- 
cessary business; then he headed once 
more for Red Deer. 

Who were the disedverers of this 
mine Mr. Smith did not stdte. But he 
said that in the washing of two pans 
of gravel slightly over a dollar’s worth 
of gold had been secured. Some of 
the pieces were about a third the size | 
oi a pea. ° 

The discovery was made on a bar in 
the river just below the town of Con- 
tent, at the junction of Tail Creek | 
with the Red: Deer. 

The spot,is, as the crow flies, just 
over 100 miles north-east of Calgary. 
The river for nearly a hundred miles 
above this point falls an. average of 
twenty feet to the mile, that is from 
4,300 feet at the crossing of the Stoney 
Pack Trail, to 2,300 feet at the junc- 
tion, with Tail Creek. This means that 
there is a terrific current throughout 
this hundred miles, and according to 
Mr. Smith, that gold from some vein 
in the hills washed down ‘the ‘stream, 
has no chance to settle, and must 
therefore come all the way down. But

BUY FARM MACHINERY DIRECT 


Fream, Secretary of United 
Farmers’ Association, Gone to 
See Manufacturers 


Calgary.—Mr. E. J. Fream,_ secre- 
tary of the United Farmers of Alberta, 
left recently for manufacturinfg cen- 
tres in Illinois and it is said that his 
mission has to do with an. effort to 
bring farm machinery direct for mem- 
bers of the U. F. A. It is hoped if ar- 
rangements can be made to buy 
wholesale and give the farmers the 
machinery at a price which will not 
include middlemen’s profits. Those 
approached on the matter refuse to 
talk but it is true that some such 
move is on foot, and if it Works out as 
he hoped'the venture will have consid- 
erable effect on the implement busi- 
ness in the province. The farmer 
would get machinery at factory prices 
plus freight and duty. The. money 
paid the implement agent would be 
saved and that it is claimed, would 
total a tidy amount. Until Mr. Fream 
returns it is impossible to get details 
as other officials say he is the only 
man with authority to talk for publi- 
cation.

* All Too Common tn the Records ot 
‘ ‘the Heroic Men Who Built Up 
+ Toronto—Younger Lad Was Saved. 


The livés of the early pioneers of 
Ontario, if they could be fully told 
would contain romance, tragedy and 
pathos such as in the hands of an 
able writer would fill volumes. Many 
of the most pathetic stories whien 
still linger around the concession 
lines in rural Ontarw will avon pass 
Away and be no more unless some 
Organization is formed to insure their 
being gathered together and placed in 
book torm for the future generations 
to read. 

In the Township of Westminster, 
Middlesex County, with its northern 
boundary on the River Thames, there 
are many authentic stories of the 

_ pioneers of {1e district which deserve 
to be told to succeeding generation- 

~ # only to inspire them: with the same 
feeling of brotherhood, heroic courage 
and perseverance which distinguished 

. these early settlers, There have been 
ree separate surveys of ‘the town- 


ship. On the first and second con: | 


cessions, running parallel w the river, 
the lots are a mile and a quarter in 
lerigth. The second survey, whicn 
was made along the west side of the 
township, almost at right angles with 
the first, gave concessions two and a 
half miles wide. This is known as

which runs through it is part of the 
jold Talbot road of Elgin County.

RICHARD NASH WAS THE FASH. 
1ON CZAR OF HIS DAY. 


Remarkavle Social Lion Who Was 
Famous tor His Exquisite Dress, 
His Manners 
With the Ladies, Made a Great 
Resort of the Town of Bath—Made 
the Duel a Ridiculous Thing. 


Of famous beaux Richard Nash is 
usually recognized as the first. He 
was one of the celebrated characters 
of England in tre latter part of the 
seventeenth and during the first hall 
of the eighteenth century. He won 
the title of “beau” for inimitable 
dress, his polished manners, and bi- 
social successes, He was born xt 
Swansea in 1673. of good old Welsh 

arentage. After leaving Jesus Col 
fe. Oxford, he purchased for him- 
h 


e 
self a pair of colors in the army 
which he soon quitted to study law 
While at the Temple he began h- 
social life. Without any visible 
means of supporting his gay life, his 
companions suspected him of being « 
social highwayman. In a very short 
time he was regarded as an authority 
on dress, manners, and general style 
in fashion. 

Becoming disgusted with the sus- 
Picions he had aroused, he left Lon 
don and settled in Bath, then one of 
the poorest’ and meanest cities in 
England. When William Tl. camy 
to the throne the members of the 
Inns of Court gave an elaborate 
ageant, and Nash was chosen te 
ave full charge of all the details. 
The King was so delighted with the 
affair that he offered to raise Nash to 
the knighthood. 

In 1704 he was appointed “master 
of ceremonies” at Bath, where many 
people flocked in the s:ummer to drink 
the waters. His laws of dress and 
ceremony were so strictly enforced 
that he was styled ‘King of Bath.” 
Under his rule n> rank would protect 
the offender, nor dignity of station 
condone a hreach of the jaw. 

Among the laws he made for the 
balls and assemblies were that gen. 
tlemen should not wear @vords Rs 
part of their regular dress. “He mad:

A KINDLY JURIST, 


Lord James of Hereford ts Widely 
Honored and Leved In England. 
The late Lord James of Hereford 

started in life as plain Henry James, 

the son of a Heretord surgeon, was 
tducated at Cheltenham Coilege, and 
decome first boy on the roll. He was 

& prizeman of the Inner ‘Temple, and 

was calied to the Bur when 44, be- 


and His Success| oming & Q.C. in 1869, in which year 


he first envered Parliament aa Lib- 
etal member for:Taunwn. He was 
noted for the volume and vigor of his 
speeches. Gladstone selected him for 
his Solicitor-General betore Harcourt, 
who was contemporary with Henry 
James as barrister. brom lew to 1885 
Sir Henry James was Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and then fell foul of his party 
over the Irish question. He was re- 
elected for Bury as Unionist, and join. 
ed Lord Hartington and Mr, Chamber- 
lain in the pouitioal ranks. For seven 
years from 1895 he was Chancellor 
of the Ducny of Lancaster. 

Lord James, who has been. Attorney- 
Generel to the Prince of Wales, and 
was leading counsel in the Parnell 
Commission, was well liked by his 
tenants in Wiltshire, woo, in 1901, pre- 
sented him with a farewell address 
upon his giving up fine estate, in 
which they expressed gratitude for 
the “unfailing thoughtrulness and 
kindness for ail of us.” Lord James, 
in his reply, said that as a sporting 
tenant he had tried to do as he would 
be done by, and it was his view that 
if a man met with success in the occu- 
pations of his life it was his duty to 
let others share in the fruits of hig 
success, 

Lord James is one of the most phil- 
anthropic men Of the day. Of special 
interest to him are those who try to 
help thentselves, and those who have 
certain positions to sustain and are 
passing through trying. times. The 
wives and chi.aren of ciergymen with 
poor livings he will send aloiig to some 
quiet seaside resort. 

To old people oe has always been 
exceptionaily kind. One coid even- 
ing ie met an elaerly gentleman who 
had had a post in tne courts, but 
had ret:red on a small pension. The 
man’s coat was tnin. vromptly the 
getat lawyer turned into the fipst 
clounier 8s ne passed and ordered a 
whole outut for tae former legal ser- 
vant, Wi. strict orders that it was 
to be uespatched anonymously, with- 
out even the clothie: s name, “lest 
the recipient mignt suspect.’
